The Cramps are usually hit or miss.

Pit/Ruin (Eastside Club) - Yeah, the Public Image we didn't want but 

paid for ($12) anyway. Not that they weren't good. They were. But they acted 
ike they were doing us a favor by playing. Mister Lydon and the audience 
had a few choice words for each other (the dickheads who were spitting and 
wearing Pistols badges and shirts really endeared themselves to the band 
and the crowd). Poor John threatened to take the boys home if we didn't 
behave and listen to him... trouble is, he is worth it, but not at 12 
bucks. Ruin showed us that Buddhism and Hard Core do mix. They play fast, 
loud and tight and let the kids up on stage to dive off. A pleasant time 
was had by all. (you can watch ‘em too, very visual bunch). Do not miss 
these guys.

Here with drums and trumpet he did scat poetry and wowed over the 
crowd ~ even the bored artsy types. Rocco Rules. Teenage Dab is a joke that 
the audience didn't get. Organizer Joey Bruno on vocals with the Dabettes 
(the prettiest back-up singers in Philly) gave us a set that made the Sic 
Fucks seem smart. Too bad some assholes don't know that dumb can be art.
